Steel cotton ties, better than the im- 
ported, upon which the old duty was 35 
per cent, (about $11 a ton) and the new 
duty is $33 80 a ton. are now selling at 
$44 80 a ton of 2240 pounds. This is 
lower than they ever before sold in this 
country, either under low or no duty. 
Aeeordin* to the Tariff-tax theory, they 
would sell at $11 20 If the Free Cotton 
Tie bill passed. That would be just 
about $1 less than the present abnormally 
low price of Bessemer pig iron in Lon- 
don, Where would the wages for turn- 
ing the pig iron into cotton ties come 
in? Would the men have to work for 
nothing under a free cotton tie law?

On. Citt, Fa.. June 7.— The pen, in It* 
attempt to describe the desolate scenes 
in this city Monday morning, wonld 
fail totally. Stretcher, could be seen 
in every direction carrying the bodies 
of the poor unfortunates. Few of the 
spectators who were Watching the flood 
when the explosion occurred and es- 
caped can (rive a good idea of what 
happened. All afrree that there wm a 
terrific explosion nnd the whole 
air waa filled with flame*. 
This was quickly followed by 
two other explosions. Three jrawillne 
tanks had exploded almost at the same 
time. Thcoilon the creek blazed up. The 
pas in the air burst into a roaring 
flame. The water, land and air were all 
literally ablaze. Men. women and chil- 
dren were knocked prostrate by the 
shock, and many never arose. Some of 
those who did found themselves in a 
lake of flames. The multitude fled with 
screams of anguish ftw the higher 
ground. 

In the rush many of the weak were 
trampled upon and badly injured. Some 
were hurt by horses; others ran and 
leaped Into the water and were drown- 
I ed. The flames in the air quickly burn- 
I ed out, but they left huge volumes of 
black smoke across the face of the 
heavens, »*neath which roared the 
fierce flames of the burning oil upon 

The many submerged houses and 
shops along the creek bottom were soon 
in flames, and the silent fire of blazing 
gas was succeeded by the crackling 
flames of burning homes. In many of 
these houses the people were confined. 
Thev could not escape from the fire. 
Within the sight of thousands, who 
heard their piteous screams, thev 



e of destruction 
by two terrible elements was seldom 
witnessed upon this earth It is mar- 
velous that from this valley of death 
any were saved alive.

Minneapolis, Minn.. June 7.— The 
uncertainty as to the standing of the 
Pennsylvania delegation was removed 
by the mooting of the delegatiom from 
that state Monday evening, at which it 
was officially ascertained by a poll that 
the vote on the presidency would be »l 
for Maine, 11 for Harrison and 1 for 
John Sherman.

The former bequest, as explained, will 
contribute the sum $3<H) per annum, i 
perpetuity, for the purchase of booki 
and the latter, in the shape of a fund c 
money, amounts to more than 120,000, 
which is to go to the Maysville and Ma 
son County Library and Historical So 
ciety, Incorporated by the Legislature 
and organized by its Board of Directors 
who were, in the main, designated by Mi 
Wormald himself— to whose absolute 
management and control the ititire fund 
is ultimately left. Besides this noble 
and L'eiierous bequest Mr. Wormald pur- 
chased a large and handsome lot near the 
center of Maysville, which was deeded 
to the corporation, and furnished the 
means for the erection on it of the Li 
brary Building which the Directors havf 
had put up. and in which, by contribu 
ting and begging, with the cordial assist 
ance of the ladies, and the invaluable 
and intelligent services of their Librarian, 
they have already placed on its shelves a 
handsome collection of some three thou 
sand volumes, furnishing, as the Libra- 
rian asserts, the fullest history in exist 
ence of the settlement and development 
of the entire country West of the Alle- 
gheny mountains, except the Librarv at 
Ifadlaon, Wis. 

And we can well claim for our section 
the authorship of the chief history of our 
state, the work of Richard H. Collins, a 
native and long a citizen of Maysville. 
He has told the story of nature, /settle 
ment, government, education, art and 
science have done for the commonwealth, 
with a thoroughness and completeness 
that hardly another outhor of a similar 
book can pretend to.
